“WE ARE FIGHTING ON” 


SINGAPORE, Thursday.—Imperial 
forces in Singapore are atill bitterly 
resisting the invaders, despite Japanese 
claims to the contrary. A communiqué 
said that a new surrender demand was 
dropped by the Japanese from the air 
early to-day. The demand was ignored. 
The announcement continued :—‘‘ The 
Japanese are endeavouring to obscure 
the real position on the island of 
Singapore behind extravagant claims.

A joint official] British Admiralty 
and Air Ministry communiqué, 
issued this morning, states:— . 

““At about 11 a.m. yesterday 
(Thursday) R.A.F. aircraft reported 
that an enemy squadron, consisting 
of the Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and 
Prinz Eugen, accompanied by 
destroyers, torpedo boats, E-boats 
and minesweepers, was approaching 
the Dover Straits from the west- 
wards.

The German warships, screened by waves of fighters 
and supporting surface vessels, are thought to have suffered 
hits by torpedoes and bombs. 


Swordfish aircraft claim at least one hit on the ships, 


The British lost forty-two ‘planes—twenty bombers, 
sixteen fighters and six Swordfish 


While the British raiders roared in they were met with 
the maximum flak defence, which rose as the Germans put 
everything they had into the defence of their warships, 
which lasted practically all the rest of the day.

FORTY-TWO BRITISH AIRCRAFT LOST

At 15.45 our destroyers sighted the 
enemy, and went into the attack in 
the face of a very heavy bombing by 
enemy, aircraft and also heavy gun- 
fire from all the enemy’s surface 
ships. Our destroyers took advan- 
tage of a rain squall to press their 
attacks home. Owing to the low 
visibility and the heavy fire to which 
the destroyers were subjected, it was 
not possible to be certain of the result 
of the attack, but there is reason to 
believe that at least one torpedo hit 
was obtained.

DEVEREUX MURDER TRIAL OPENED 


FOUR MEN BEFORE 


MILITARY COURT 


A MURDER trial which, one 

of the counsel for the 
defence said, if proceeded with, 
would make history in the legal 
records of this country, Great 
Britain and America, was 
opened before the Military 
Court in Collins Barracks, 
Dublin, yesterday, when four 
men—George Plant, Johns- 
town, Fethard, Co, Tipperary; 
Joseph “O'Connor fotlierwins 
O'Donnell), Brosna, Co. Kerry; 
Michael Walsh, Kilmacow,. Co. 
Kilkenny, and Patrick Davern, 
Ninemilehouse, Co. Tipperary 
—were charged with the murder 
of Michael. Devereux, a Co. 
Wexford petrol salesman. 


Devereux disappeared in September, 
1940, and his body, with a bullet 
wound in the head, was found twelve 
months later beneath a heap of stones 
on Slievenamon Mountains. 

Plant and O’Connor, whose trial for 
murder, and procuring murder, respec- 
tively, collapsed in a nolle prosequt, 
before the Special Military Court in 
December last, because of the refusal 
of State witnesses to give evidence, 
yesterday pleaded in bar of the offence 
that their iives could not be imperilled 
on a charge for which already they 
had been tried and discharged. 

The Court ruled the plea outside its 
jurisdiction, whereupon the men 
pleaded not guilty. 

The other two—Walsh and Davern— 
who refused to give evidence at the 
previous trial, and were themselves 
arraigned on the capital charge, 
pleaded not guilty from the ontset. 

Both the Emergency Powers Order, 
under which the Court is empowered 
to disregard the rules of evidence, and 
the subsequent unsuccessful efforts in 
the High Court and Supreme Court to 
secure a prohibition of trial by the 
Military Court, were introduced at an 
early stage in the trial -” counsel for 
the defence, and Mr. J. Á. McCatthy, 
K.C., on behalf of the prosecution, 
said that, the new powers would not, be 
resorted to unless it, were absolutely 
necessary. 

Making the initial plea in bar of 
the offence, Mr. MacBride (instructed 
by Messrs. Lehane and Hogan), for 
Plant and O’Connor, challenged the 
prosecution to produce a recorded case 
where the lives of accused men were 
put in jeopardy twice on the same 
charge, and said that if the case was 
roceeded with the Court would make 
history in the legal records of this 
country, Great Britain and America. 


** HORRIBLE AND 


APPALLING ” 


The story, according to the case for 
the prosecution, of the disappearance 
and killing of Michael Devereux was 
recounted by Mr. McCarthy, K.C., who 
first described the finding of the body 
by Civic Guards, assisted by the 
prisoner, Patrick Davern, and then 
intimated that the State would 
endeavour to prove that each of the 
prisoners had rc an a specific part 
in the murder, and had been privy to 
it with the knowledge that murder was 
planned. It did not matter which of 
the men fired the fatal shot, if the 
took part in the conspiracy they a 
were equally guilty in law of the 
murder. 

Commenting on the “care and 
vigilance with which all traces of the 
crime had been covered up, ” and “‘ that 
almost, impenetrable rab of silence ”’ 
with which it had been cloaked, Mr. 
McCarthy declared that it was “ almost 
without parallel in the criminal history 
of this or any other country in the 
horrible and se“ inhumanity of it, 
and the complete indifference shown to 
this world and the next.” 

“* It will be established,” he declared, 
‘that O’Connor’s was the guiding and 
controlling hand in the conspiracy, that 
Walsh and Plant were selected by him 
to b Devereux to the place of his 
death, and that Davern joined the con- 
spiracy after it. had patently started, and 
had remained with it to the end: It will 
be stated that Plant fired the fatal shot, 
with Davern aiding and abetting.’’ 

Counsel then went on to tell t_. 
Court how, the State alleged, after 
O'Connor had shown them a docu- 
ment purporting to direct, the removal 
of Devereux, and after he had given 
them guns. Plant and Walsh went to 
Wexford, induced Devereux, by a 
trick, to meet them in a field outside 
the town, and after an all-night ride 
in his own car, made him a prisqner in 
a house in Heathfield, County Ti

Mr. MacBride said that he was not 
suggesting that the murder was 
justified, but the question of motive 
always was important, and it might be 
of vital importance in assessing the 
value of circumstantial evidence and of 
statements. 


THE EVIDENCE 


Giving evidence of the search for 
the remains, a Civie Guard Sergeant 
said that Davern had pointed to a 
rocky depression on the mountainside, 
saying that it was like the place where 
Devereux had been buried. When 
some stones were removed the body 
was disclosed. Davern, who had been 
a member of the old I.R.A. in 1922 or 
so, had given every assistance in find- 
ing the body. 

Other witnesses told of the finding 
of the number plates belonging to 
Devereux’s car in a pond, of the bullet 
wound in Devereux’s head, and a gag 
around the lower jaw, and Mrs. 
Devereux, the widow, identified 
portions of clothing, suspenders, keys, 
and religious gs Ls found on the 
body as belonging to her husband.

Thornton, of the Air Cerda was 
charged on two counts :— 

(1) With having, on January 9th 
last, deserted the Mesias by absenting

(2) With having been guilty of con- 
duct prejudicial to military discipline 
by flying an aircraft for private pur- 
poses. 

He was defended by Captain Peader 
Cowan, solicitor, Dublin, and pleaded 
not guilty to both counts. Five officers 
comprised the Court, and Commandant 
J. R. Wall prosecuted. 

Coropral John Kelleher, Rhynanna, 
said that on the date in question 
Second Lieutenant Thornton ordered 
him to get out the aeroplane Walrus 
No. 18 and start it up. The accused 
man, with Privates McLoughlin, Ben- 
nett and McGovern, left in the plane, 
which had its full complement of petrol. 
The lieutenant did not sign the usual 
form, and when the witness asked 
where he was going he replied that he 
did not know yet. The plane went off 
towards the south-east. 

Replying to Captain Cowan, the wit- 
ness denied that the question he asked 
the accused man was: ‘‘ What way are 
you going?” He agreed that it was 
usual for members of the ground staff 
to go for a “fhp” when a pilot was 
taking a machine up. 

Private Peter O'Neill, a member of 
the ground staff. said before the 
‘plane's departure Privates McLoughlin 
and Bennett each put a suitcase into it. 
Private Bennett had mentioned to the 
witness that he was.sending a suitcase 
containing civilian attire to Baldonnel. 
The witness had asked for a “‘ flip’”’ to 
Baldonnel, but was told the machine 
was full. All four in the ’plane were 
in uniform, and none had overcoats 
except the accused man, who wore a 
dustcoat.

Captain Patrick McCormack, acting 
O.C. at Rhynanna, said that on 
January 8th he placed the accused 
officer under open arrest and charged 
him. He did not give him permission 
to fly the “plane that morning. 

Private William Butler, the accused 

officer's orderly, said that on January 
8th Lieutenant Thornton sent for 
Private McGovern. Later the witness 
went to the officer’s room. The door 
was locked, but was opened when he 
knocked, and Private McGovern was 
there studying a map, which was open 
on the bed. 
In reply to Captain Cowan, the 
witness agreed that in his first state- 
ment he had said the door was not 
locked. Later he had corrected that. 
There were several maps in the 
officers’ rooms. 

Lieutenant Andrew Woods said 
that the accused officer belonged to his 
unit and he did not give him permis- 
sion for the flight. The ‘plane con- 
tained its full complement of petrol 
and oil and navigational equipment, 
and the navigational instruments were 
in working order. On January 23rd 
the witness went to an aerodrome at 
Cornwall, where he saw the aeroplane, 
Walrus No. 18, which he flew back to 
Baldonnel and Rhynanna. The naviga- 
tional instruments were all right. 

Lieutenant Thomas Scully, of the 
Military Police Service, Dublin, said 
on January 16th he took over at 
Holynead the accused man and three 
privates from Inspector - Robbins; “of 
the Cornwall Police. 


THE DEFENCE 


Opening the case for the defence, 
Captain Cowan, solicitor, said that the 
accused officer was the victim of a 
misfortune. He had intended to fiy to 
Baldonnel that morning, as he wished 
to see Colonel Mulcahy, and he took 
the three privates with him for a 
“ flip,”’ as one of the privates wanted 
to leave a civilian suitcase at 
Baldonnel. The accused officer struck 
across for MHelvick Head, County 
Waterford, intending to turn there and 
fly to Baldonnel, but the weather 
became very bad, with frost, rain and 
haze, and he had no map. He realised 
he was lost, and that there was some- 
thing wrong with his instruments. He 
circled round until he saw land, flying 
low to ascertain his bearings, and then 
landed at the British Aerodrome, 
where he immediately took all steps in 
his power to get back to Ireland. 


FLIGHT DESCRIBED 


Lieutenant Thornton, giving evidence, 
said he was 20 years old, and had 
been in the Air Corps since August, 
1938. On January 8th he was placed 
under open arrest. He asked for per- 
mission to write out a full explanation, 
but this was refused. He sent for 
Private McGovern with a view to send- 
ing a message to Limerick about his 
arrest, but McGovern was unable to 
provide a bicycle. There was no sugges- 
tion in their conversation about a flight. 
The fact of his arrest was worrying 
him, especially as he had just become 
engaged, and because he could not 
make a written explanation. he decided 
to take a machine and fly to Baldonnel 
to give the Director of the Air Corps 
his explanation. He demied that 
Private McGovern studied a map with 
him. When he went to the hangar he 
was wearing his uniform, with a 
mackintosh over it, and carrying a 
black overcoat, as he had ho that 
the Colonel at Baldonnel would allow 
him home. He gave instructions for 
the Walrus No. 18 to be got ready for 
flight. McLoughlin and McGovern

I was taken to 
a flight commander, and gave him all 
the details, asking him to communicate 
with the Irish authorities.” . 

An R.A.F. officer remained with him 
until he was handed over to Lieutenant 
Scully. He had been in custody since 
then. He denied that he had brought 
civilian clothes or shoes, and had no 
intention of deserting. ee 

Commandant Wall—Did you think 
you could fly to Baldonnel with three 
members of the ground staff in a £6,000 
machine without permission, and be 
allowed to go home? 

Captain Cowan—He was a super- 
optimist. 

Asked why he did not head direct 
for Baldonnel, the accusgd man replied: 
‘To get more flying hours, which were 
important to me.”

Branch are being considered by the 
Trish Red Cross Thociety, but nothing 
definite will be decided until the 
arrival of literature on the: subject 
from the International Headquarters 
at Geneva. 
however, are considering outlines for a 
“cage scheme, which, they hope, will 

e put into practise some time this 
year. 

There are about 20 million juniors 
in Red Cross societies throughout the 
world, and the idea is to foster a spirit 
of comradeship and internationalism 
in the youth of the country, The 
scheme would be carried out through 
the schools, with the co-operation of 
the authorities and with the help of 
the branch committees, who . would 
train the children in elementary first- 
aid and hygiene. 

The formation of these junior groups 
in Ireland will be a step towards post- 
war reconstruction, for their activities 
would be mainly of a peace-time nature, 
the aims being to inculcate in the 
child a social conscience, an altruistic 
and humanitarian ideal which will be 
manifest not in words, but in deeds. 
To render this possible the active and 
voluntary co-operation of the child 
himself must be obtained, and this is 
where the ee of the school 
authorities will prove so helpful, 

The scherne will include children 
from the ages of about 10 years up to

There have been many gallant sieges 
in British military history, many 
episodes in which the soldiers on the 
spot have paid with their lives for 
the blunders of those in high 
places; and it is safe to say that 
the heroism of the garrison in 
Singapore will brighten a dark 
page in the annals of the 
British Empire. Nobody can have 
read the moving dispatch of Mr. © 
Yates McDaniel yesterday without 
feclings of deep admiration and 
wonderment at the unshakable spirit 
of that handful of men who were 
fighting a forlorn hope in the China 
Sea. An American correspondent 
describes. their stand to-day as 
‘gallant and hopeless '; but many 
of the imperishable events of history 
could have been described in the 
same way. 

There no longer can be any 
question of a successful defence at 
Singapore. The skies are swarm- 
ing with Japanese aircraft of the 
most modern type. The defenders 
seem to have had nothing but a few 
antiquated machines with which to 
oppose them, and one has read with 
feelings of heart-rending pity of the 
efforts of twenty-year-old British 
pilots in their rickety biplanes 
flying fearlessly to their death in 
desperate defence of their flag. 
According to messages from Tokyo, 
the city of Singapore, if it is not 
actually in Japanese hands, is sur- 
rounded completely. It seems that 
the British commander has rejected 
all demands for surrender, and there 
is a possibility that the Royal Navy 
once again may be able to accomplish 


‘the escape of part of the garrison, 


as it did at Narvik, at Dunkirk, and 
at Crete, before the Union Jack is 
struck and the last bastion of British 
power in the China Sea is abandoned. 
The loss of Singapore will be a heavy 
blow to British prestige; but, when 
all is said and done, it is only an 
incident in a war which threatens to 
engulf the civilised world. What 
will be the next move in the Far 
East? The Japanese already have 
drunk deeply of the waters of victory, 
although they have been at war only 
for about nine weeks. Singapore to 
them is only a stepping-stone to more 
ambitious conquests. They already 
have attacked Burma, and it is fairly 
obvious that they will make a deter- 
mined effort to seize the Burma Road 
in order to facilitate their designs 
upon China. As we think, the odds 
against an attempted invasion of 
Australia at the present stage are 
heavy ; but Burma offers rich prizes, 
and beyond lies the inexhaustible 
wealth of India. In this connection 
the recent meeting between Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Indian 
leader, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, is 
a fact of tremendous significance. 
These two men between them repre- 
sent seven hundred million human 
beings. If that vast reservoir of 
man-power can be tapped success- 
fully by the Allies, even the loss of 
Singapore may prove eventually to 
have been a matter of trifling 
importance. 


Planning England 


Great Britain already possesses a 
Minister of Works and Building. 
He is to be transformed into a 
Minister of Works and Planning, 
and, when the war ends, he will 
have the comprehensive task of 
supervising and co-ordinating the 
reconstruction of his country. Eng- 
land clearly is resolved that the 
mistakes which she made after the 
last war will not be repeated after 
this one. Those mistakes included 
an appalling output of haphazard 
building, as inconvenient as it was 
unbeautiful ; and the lesson has been 
learned. Planning will cease to be a 
voluntary service; local authorities 
no longer will be free to decide—as, 
regrettably, they are free ‘on this

An Ill Wind? 


Did you notice that the Great 
Southern Railways have bucked up 
immensely in the last week or so? 

Believe it or not, trains are running 
to time again—even ahead of time 
in some instances. A colleague who 
came up from the South—or should 
it be “ down ” ?—the other day tells 
me that the train was so much ahead 
of time that the brakes were on all 
the way from Inchicore. 

The big wind we had recently was 
not an ill-wind for the company: it 
blew in an unexpected gift of some 
6,000 tons of splendid coal. 

Naturally, the company is making 
the most of it, and it is surprising 
how even a 25 per cent. admixture 
of good coal holds the inferior stuff 
together in a fire-box. Normally, the 
6,000 tons would suffice for about a 
week, but with great economy the 
railway will make this lot stretch 
over more than a month. 


** Bookies’’’ Bleak Business 


Gamblers in the provinces may 
soon find it very difficult to lay a 
cash wager except on the course, I 
am assured. For, outside the 
capital, it is rarely worth while 
these days to open the commission 
agents’ “ shops.”’ 

The majority of the ‘‘ bookies ” 
are said to be thinking of confining 
their activities to the dog and horse 
tracks, as increasing expenses and 
declining business would not justify 
them keeping open their branch 
** offices. ’’ nts, wages, the c-sts 
of fuel and light, telephones, postage 
—all have jumped at a time when 
bets are fewer because race meetings 
in Britain are. ‘‘Saturday is the 
only day of the week on which my 
office looks like pre-war times,” one 
provincial *‘ ie’ told me. 

In an effort to economise, some 
provincial “ bookies’’ are now de- 
ducting a penny for tax from every 
shilling right at the start—so that 
to put 2s. 6d. on a horse or dog you 
have to hand them 2s. 84d. 

This is a big change from the pre- 
war rule of deducting no State tax 
from wagers unless they were 
winning one, and some of the more 
prosperous ‘“‘bookies’’ a few years 
ago were in the habit of paying the 
Revenue Commissioners out of their 
own satchels—gaining additional 
business with their motto of ‘‘ No 
Tax Deducted, Win or Lose.”’ 

It is a bigger change still from the 
Irish custom of some decades ago of 
“bookies ’’ granting you a discount 
if you became their client. Well

ALLEGED SUPPLIES FOR 
AXIS IN LIBYA 


“Both in London and Washington 
the situation arising from the alleged 
despatch of supplies by Vichy to Axis 
forces in Libya was described as 
serious,’ says Mr. Frank A. King, 
Press Association Diplomatic Corre- 
spondent. 

Admiral Leahy, American Ambassa- 
dor to Vichy, he writes, has to- 
day seen Marshal Pétain, presumably 
to communicate to him the views of 
his Government, and in London it was 
stated that the British Government is 
maintaining closest contact with the 
United States Department on the sub- 
ject. Important developments must be 
expected soon. 

here is no desire in London to 
exaggerate the importance of these 
supplies to Marshal Rommel, although, 
in addition to petrol and mechanical 
transport, enough wheat is being sent 
in French ships each month to supply 
ten army divisions—at least 150,000 
men-—and this has been going on for at 
least three months, Whest in such 
abundance relieves Marshal Rommel of 
much anxiety and releases Axis ship- 
ping fer conveyance of more urgent war 
supplies. What will be the feelings of 
French le when they hear that 
their food is being taken to feed Ger- 
man and Italian troops? 

The present question of supplies to 
Libya will, no doubt, lead to a search- 
ing examination of relations between 
the Allies, and particularly the United 
States, and the French Government. 
Admiral Darlan and his colleagues, 
who do not in the least represent the 
French nation, are obviously increasing 
their collaboration with the Axis, while 
Germany, using as a tragic bargaini 
weapon hundreds of thousands of 
French prisoners of war, constantly 
asks fpr more as her difficulties press 
upon her. 

Admiral Raeder, German Naval 
Chief, is yported to have seen French 
leaders recently, and probably dis- 
cussed the French Fleet, which is an 
increasing temptation to the Axis as 
they review the war situation and pre- 

re plans for the spring. More French 

overnment Departments are moving 
to Paris, French workers are being sent 
to Germany, and French factories are 
producing munitions of war of all 
inds for the Axis. These grave ques- 
tions are doubtless being re-examined 
both in London and Washington.— 
(Press Association.) 


LONDON MONEY MARKET
